It has been a busy time for Newport, 


lu addition to the regular business, 
which is generally about all the busi- 
ness men can handle duriug the tirst 
two weeks in August, the throngs ot 
people have put au additional burden 
on the merchants. It has been a con- 
tinuous hustle so tuat many who had 
hoped to be anle to take part in some 
of the nunierotiH events were uuable to 
do HO. 


Newport has appeared in gala attire 


all the week. The decorations while 
•perhaps no more general nor elaborate 
than last year have at least been fresher 
aud cleaner and even the rain Htorm 
did not materially injure their appear- 
ance. All the business bouses of im- 
portance have been decorated 
with 


bunting and /lags, Thames street in 
particular being especially gay with 
color. The public buildings, with the 
exception of the old State House, which 
is undergoing repairs, have presented a 
beautiful appearance. Thames street, 
Washington squareaud Broadway have 
beeu the centers of interest as far ae 
decorations are concerned but many of 
the side streets looked very well. Al- 
though the arches that marked last 
year's Old Home Week celebration 
were absent there was nevertheless uni- 
versal comment ou the beauty of the 
city. 


For entertainment for the throngs of 


strangers there has been a little of 
everything. Street parades, races of 
all kinds, ''skylarking" and all sorts of 
fakirs have helped to pass away the 
time very satisfactorily. Over on the 
Carnival Grounds near the depot a 
fully equipped amusement place has 
been running full blast. A person 
could find almost any kind of amuse- 
ment that he was looking for over 
there, including a circus, vaudeville 
theatre, 
electric 
theatre, merry-go- 


rounds, freaks, games and everything 
that is characteristic of such a place. 
One of the features was the fire diver 
who leaped into a blazing tank of wa- 
ter from the top of a high pole. This 
was a remarkable spectacular event and 
attracted much attention. 


On Washington square there were 


also many stands for the extraction of 
small change from the pocket of the 
visitor. 
All did a thriving business 


both in the daytime and after dark. 
The small boys have had an opportun- 
ity to make a little pocket money sell- 
ing post cards, Carnival programmes, 
confetti and "ticklers," aud some of 
them have reaped a rich harvest. Tbe 
"tickler" was a new feature of the cele- 
bration as far as Newport Is concerned 
and there were many who objected seri- 
ously to it. 
In principle it is like a 


small edition of a feather duster aud 
during tbe evening it was thrust indis- 
criminately into the faces of all that 
passed. 


Taken all in all the Carnival may be 


said to have beeu * success, although 
coming in tbe height of the seano n 
when everybody was busy a number of 
events ou the programme had to be 
abandoned for IHCK of anybody to take 
part. Still there waa lots going on all 
the time and the visitors did not seem 
to complain about the events that did 
not take place. The be»t features of 
the entire week were the Carnival par- 
ad*, on Thunday evening and th« 


on the attractive appearance of the 
city, even though the decorators had 
not entirely finished their work. The 
men were still at work banging bunt- 
ing and putting lu electric lamps for 
the illumination at night. The Carni- 
val Grounds at the railroad station 
drew a large- crowd, but there was a 
little delay in getting ready for the 
shows there. 


The event of the day was the' auto- 


mobile race at the Second Beach which 
was set for 2 p. in. Long before that 
hour people had beeu gathering there 
to secure points of vantage for witness- 
ing the races. There were many cross- 
seated carriages to carry the crowd aud 
allnortsof vehicles were pressed into 
service, while many took the oirs to 
Eastou's Beach and walked over the 
rest of the way. 
There was not no 


much dust asmight have been expected 
but those who walked, louud it plenty 
warm enough in thesuu. 


The beach was in excellent condition 


for the races. • Tbe tide was way out 
and the ?aud was hard aud Urui and 
smooth, free from all small stones 
which might bother the racers. The 
events were all interesting aud 
the 


spectators enjoyed the coutetts. The 
largest number of entries was in tbe 
motor cycle races, 
necessitating 
the 


ruuiugof two beats, the winners com- 
ing together for the finals. There was 
consideral difficulty in getting away 
as a moving start was allowed. There 
were a number of events between larger 
cars and several exhibition runs. 


In 
the evening 
there were large 


crowds on the street to see the illumi- 
nations. The city looked very beauti- 
ful, public and private displays being 
unusually 
attractive. 
Washington 


square presented a beautiful appear- 
ance, tbe park being Illuminated by 
hundreds of small colored electric 
lights. There was a concert ou the 
Square aud a large crowd congregated 
there. AH tbe fakirs' stands along the 
Square did a flourishing busiuess aud 
at times tbe shouts of the "barkers" 
seemed 
to drown out 
the 
music. 


Thames street was finely illuminated. 
Strings of electric lights had been run 
zig zag across the street giving u haud- 
some effect overhead, 
while the pri- 


vate illuminations added a glow to sec- 
tions of tbe street. The A. C. Titus 
Company had one of the most effective 
illuminations, as usual, tbe front of the 
building being outlined with electric 
lights, with [illuminated stars at the 
corners. The One Price Clothing Com- 
pany also had attractive illuminations, 
as did D. E. Bulllvau aud Charles S. 
Sullivan near the square. On Broad- 
way the store of Charles Tlsdall & Co. 
aud the office of Barker Bros. Co. both 
came In for very favorable comment 
for their Illuminations. The City Hall 
was attractively lighted on the front, 
but was a trifle dark on the south side. 


Tbe Carnival grounds were brilliantly 


lighted and the shows, were going in 
full blast. The fire diver, who leaped 
from a high stand luto four feet of 
water with his clothing ablaze attracted 
much attention. The fleet of the New 
York Yacht Club arrived during tbe 
afternoon and la the evening the 
yachts lay quietly in the harbor with 
only their anchor lights out. 


TUESDAY. 


Tuesday morning was quiet, but 


there seemed to be a somewhat larger 
crowd here than on tbe previous day. 
The people amused themselves by strol- 
ling around and viewing tbe decora- 
tions aud shows, and tbere was a large 
number at the Beach. In the after- 
noon at 2 p. m, uccured the parade of 
the school boy», the line being formed 
on Broadway at Equality park. Ow- 
ing to the fact that tb* tchooln were 
cloned before tbt preparations for the 
pamde were begun ttx number partici- 
pating WM not l«f*, but tb*y mad* a 


very good appearance. There was 
plenty of muilc, thne bauds being 
ilatloued at abort Intervals «o that 
when two were playing at once It seem- 
ed like almost too much.

The parade rawed down Broadway 


aud Washington square to Pelham 
street to Touro park where the formal 
exerclsea connected with the crowning 
of the Carnival Queen took 
place. 


After Mr. William Williams had ex- 
plained the nature of the contest for 
the queeu His Honor Mayor Cottrell 
placed the gold crown upon the head 
of Miss Mary Gillis, the Queen of the 
Carnival, aud also crowned the maids 
of honor, Misses Honor Kit/umurice, 
-Muriu Hammond and FniiK'e.s Sulli- 


van. 
The Queen aud inaidn uf bu.'jur 


rode in the Carnival parade on Thurs- 
day evening. 


The event scheduled for Tueaclay af- 


ternoon svas the cutter race between 
the crews of the warships of Admiral 
Evans'fleet. This was of great inter- 
est to most of the residents and strang- 
ers an well HB to all those connected 
with tbe government stations here. At 
the time that the race was started aud 
long before that time the harbor front 
was thronged with people and there 
were hundreds of small boats out oo 
the water to be with the racers at tiie 
finish. The conditions were excellent 
as far as the w.eather was concerned 
aud the race was a very interesting 
one. The result was nut seriously in 
doubt but this fact did not detract at 
all frou: the contest. 


The course was a'straiirhtiiwuy with 


the finish off Long wharf. There were 
really two ruces, the 12-oured cutter 
race for the prizes offered uy the Caiui- 
val committee., and the barge races for 
the cup offered by Prince Louis of 
Hattenberg. The cutter race was started 
first and the crews had a clear course. 
Tbe Illinois steadily pulled n way from 
the others but the Kearsarge crew 
made a gallant fight. The finish was 
in the following order: Illinois, Kear- 
sarne, Missouri, 
Kentucky, Maine, 


Indiaua, Alabama and Iowa. 


The race for the barges from the 


battleships was started a few minutes 
after the cutter races. The big barges 
made au interesting sight, but notwith- 
standing the number of oarsmen in 
in each boat the men found it pretty 
violent exercise to propel the heavy 
craft through tbe water at a racing 
gait. There was quite a mix-up at the 
finish, the course being crowded with 
small boats that had pushed In to get a 
view of the last of the cutter race. The 
Missouri's barge was the first across 
the finish line and she was followed by 
the Kentucky, Kearsarge, Maine, Illi- 
nois, Indiana, Iowa and Alabama. 


The race was one of the prettiest 


ever sailed over the Newiwrt course. 
There were some interesting bouts be- 
tween Individual yachts, and those 
who followed the racers found plenty 
of excitement. T he actual time made 
fcy the Queen was the best ever made 
over the course but she lost on the 
large time allowance Ihat she wae 
obliged to give to the Effort, the sixty- 
five foot sloop owned by Frank M. 
Smith. There were nine starters, five 
schooners, three sloops, and oueyawl. 


Tuesday evening'there was a rather 


more general Illumination of the city 
thau on Mouday as about everything 
bad beeu completed. 
The Carnival 


Grounds were in complete running 
order aud drew large crowds. Thames 
street was thronged uutil a late hour. 


WEDNESDAY. 


Wednesday morning opened with a 


violent shower which for a time put a 
damper on all festivities and kept away 
a large number of visitors duriug the 
forenoon. The first Boston excursion 
had been scheduled for that day and a 
large number of tickets were sold in 
advance, but tbe inclement 
weather 


kept many away so that only a small 
party was brought down. It looked 
for a time as If all the events of the day 
would be disarranged but later the 
weather lifted so that the programme 
was carried out aud In the afternoon 
there was a large crowd here. 
In the afternoon occurred the military 
and naval parade which was an Im- 
posing spectacle,especially to those who 
came from Inland where Government 
•oldlers aud sailors are not often «een. 
Tbe parade started promptly ou time 
aud matched over the prescribed route' 
through admiring crowds. The regu- 
lar troop* from Fort Adams and Fort 
Wethtrlll aud the battalion of naval 
apprtutlcH from the Training Station 
attracted tb« rnont alttntlou but th« ra- 


rloui independent militia companies 
lo-iked well and marched well, even 
though they did not turn out lu large 
number*. The warships of Admiral 
Eva»>' fleet wt>re not represented as the 
»hlp« were to ."all that altenioon aud 
the men could not be spared to couie 
ashore.

THURSDAY. 


Thursday was the biggest day that 


Newport ever saw. Never have there 
beeu such crowds on the streets as 
there were that day. 
Every train and 


boat came In loaded to the limit and 
even with the assistance of the trolley 
lines many people who had arranged 
to come here for the day were unable 
to make the trip. The restaurants and 
lunch stands were crowded to more 
than their capacity and the public 
parks were filled with people resting 
from the afternoon spectacles iu prepa- 
ration for tbe fun iu the evening. 
It 


was an orderly crowd, out for enjoy- 
ment aud willing to put up with minor 
inconveniences. The police were kept 
busy in looking after the safety of the 
people end keeping passages clear for 
carriages and for the various parades. 
Tbere was one arrest for robbery fr jrn 
the person but this was the only case 
of tbe kind during tbe entire week. 


The trades procession was the feature

The church built of coral Is one of 


the curiosities of the Isle of Mane, 
one of the Seychelles islands, in the 
Indian ocean. The Seychelles Islands, 
which are supposed by many to be the 
site of the Eden of the Old Testament, 
form an archipelago of 114 Islands and 
are situated about 1,400 miles east of 
Aden and 1,000 miles of Zanzibar.

Strong glass plates are bored through 


by means of rotating brass tubes of 
the necessary diameter, which are 
filled with water during boring.

special agent of Dr. L. O. Howard, 
chief of the National Bureau of Ento- 
mology, to whom has been intrusted 
the work of inspecting aud directing 
tbe crusade in New England Includ- 
ing this State. 


Dr. Howard has announced that be 


will spend next week In New England, 
coming on a tour of inspection of the 
work which has been done thus far 
toward achieving tbe purpose, of the 
crusade—the complete extermination 
of the gypsy aud brown-tall moth pest.

day morning aud while there will con- 
fer with Prof. Stene, the State moth 
commissioner, aud Dexter M. Rogers, 
as to the progress of the work in this 
State by tbe United States government 
employes. 


Dr. Howard is anxious to do every- 


thing iu bis power to give assistance to 
.be New England States iu tbe motb 
campaign, but because of tbe late bout 
at which tbe national appropriation 
or the work was made available, 
he work of tbe men under his de- 
lartmeut will uot be noticeable this 
season. With tbe fall aud winter work 
'f both the State aud national forces, 
Jded iu every possible way by the 
people in this section, next summer 
here will undoubtedly be a most 
lOticeable difference iu conditions here| 
rom a moth standpoint.

Those killed in Bering sea. In ad- 


-dition to being pregnant, have also a 
•nursing pup on shore, which on 
the 


•death of its mother dies from starva- 
tion. In addition to this, no percent of 
all seals killed at sea sink and are uot 
recoverable. 
For these reasons the 


skin of every mother senl secured by 
'the pelagic sealers represents the de- 
struction of at least four lives'from the 
herd. 


"Due largely to' this wanton destruc- 


tion of seal life the herd on the Priby- 
loff islands 'hns been reduced from ap- 
flroilmateiy 2,000,000 animals In 1885 to 
•-about 200,000 in 1905. 'The govern- 
ment's financial Interest. In this matter 
lies In the fact that each sealskin taken 
•on these Islands produced a revenue of 
410.22}$. 
The ravages of the pelagic 


sfnlers have reduced the number of 
-skins taken from -100,000 In 1885 to 11,- 
•368 during the present season." 


While the reports-for the, present 


year are incomplete-and will doubtless 
be augmented by later returns, they 
are sufficient to give an approximatae 
idea of the extent of the operations of 
the pelagic sealers. These incomplete 
returns show that during the season 
of 1005 the British Columbian sealing 
fleet took 2779 seals from the Pribyloff 
iwd, on the northwest coast, and 8G34 
In Bering, sea. 
The coast catch from 


tie same herd by British Columbian In- 
dians amounted to 792.

AN ACT Providing For Judicial Proceed- 


ings by and Against Unincorporated As- 
sociations. 


(Passed April 13, 130C.) 


It Is enacted by the General Assembly as 


follows: 
Section 1. Any action or other proceed- 


ing at law may be maintained by any 
officer or member of an unincorporated as- 
sociation as trustee in its behalf, if so 
authorized by sttid association, to recover 
any property, or upon any cause of action 
for or upon which all the associates may 
maintain such action or proceeding by 
reason of their interest or ownership 
therein, either jointly or In common. Any 
action or other proceeding at law may 
likewise be maintained by such officer or 
member to recover from one or mora 
members of such association his or their 
proportionate share of any moneys law- 
fully expended by such association for 
the benefit of such associates, or to en- 
force any lawful claim of. such association 
against such member or members. Any 
action or other proceeding at law may bo 
maintained to recover any property, or 
upon any cause of action for or upon 
which the 'plaintiff may maintain such 
an action or proceeding at law iigainst all 
the associates, by reason of their Interest 
or ownership, or claim of ownership 
therein, against the president and secre- 
tary of such association, or the officers 
or members exercising substantially the 
duties, respectively, of president and sec- 
retary, or If there be no such officers, or 
Officers or members exercising such du- 
ties, or either of them, then against any 
other two officers of such association, or 
if there be but one officer, then against 
such single officer, or if there be no offi- 
cer knpwn to the plaintiff, then against 
any member of such association, describ- 
ing such officer or officers, member or 
members, as the representative or repre- 
sentatives of such association. Any unin- 
corporated organization of persons, ex- 
cept a copartnership, is deemed an asso- 
ciation within the meaning of this act. 


Sec. 2. The denth or legal incapacity of 


a member of the association shall not af- 
fect an action or other proceeding at law 
brought as heretofore provided In this 
act. If either of the officers or persons 
by or against whom It is brought dies, 
is removed, resigns, or becomes otherwise 
Incapacitated during the pendency there- 
of, the court before which such action or 
proceeding is pending shall make an order 
directing such action or proceading to ba 
continued by or against his successor In 
office, or by or against any other officer 
or member who niight have been a party 
originally to such action or proceeding.

•offlceri or members against whom it is 
brought shall not be arrested; and a Judg- 
ment against them shall not authorize an 
execution to be issued against their prop- 
erty or person. When such judgment Is 
for a sum of money, an execution issued 
thereon must require the officer serving 
the same to satisfy such execution out 
Ot any personal or real property belong- 
ing to the association or owned Jointly 
or In common by all member* thereof. 


Sec. 4. When any action or proceeding 


at law Is brought to racover nny prop- 
erty, or upon any cause of action for or 
upon which the plaintiff may maintain 
such an action or proceeding at law 
against all the associates by reason of 
their .

lute secrecy, by means of a mechanical 
device, for all the candidates for whom 
he is entitled to vote, at any election ut 
which such machine is to be used; 
It must alsti permit a voter to vote for 


or against all questions upon which he is 
entitled to vote, at any election at which 
such machine is to be used; 


It must provide one such device for each 


candidate and also party devices whereby 
a voter may vote for all the candidates of 
any party of his choice by one 'operation, 
and such party devices must be capable 
of being locked out of operation without 
interfering with the voting for candidates 
Individually; 


It must permit a voter to vote for can- 


didates for electors of president and vice- 
president of the United States individual- 
ly, or by means of a single device to vote 
for the entire group of such candidates 
.nominated by any party; 
It must provide a means whereby a vot- 


er can vote for any person for any office, 
although such person may not be a candi- 
date for such office; 


It must be eo constructed that a voter 


cannot vote twice for any 'one candidate 
for tho same office, and cannot vote for 
more than one person for the same office 
except where a voter U lawfully entitled 
to so vote, and cannot vote for more per- 
sons than he is entitled to vote for; 


It must be so constructed that a voter 


can change his vote for any of the candi- 
dates on any of the voting devices up to 
the time he is ready to register his vote; 


It must be capable of being used for 


state and town elections at the same 
time, when both elections are held on the 
same day; 


It must be fitted with a face-plate to 


which each device can be affixed and ac- 
curately labeled so as to show clearly 
and distinctly the office, the name and 
address of the candidate, and the party 
which such device represents; and in the 
case of each party device, so that such 
device can shew ihe party emblem pro- 
vided by section 22 of chapter 11 of the 
General Laws, entitled "Of elections by 
secret ballot." Sucn face-plato shall be of 
such size and so constructed as to permit 
of the arrangement thereon of each device 
and Its label, in perpendicular party col 
umns or parallel party rows, and such 
face-plate must he ample In size "to ac- 
commodate at letst seven different party 
columns or rows and at least seven dif- 
ferent questions; 
it must correctly register, by means of 


mechanical counters, the number ot vot- 
ers by whom it is used, and every vote 
cast for each candidate and upon each 
question, and It must be capable of being 
30 closed during the time the polls are 
open that no person can see or know the 
number of votes registered for any can- 
didate, person, or question. Such count- 
ers shall be so attached to the machine 
that by means of labels or numbers they 
can be clearly identified with the devices 
on the face-plate by which they are op- 
erated; 


It must be provided with a lock or 


lock! by means of which the operation of 
the devices and th« movement of the vot- 
ing, counting, and registering mechanism 
may be absolutely prevsnted and prohib- 
ited, whenever such prevention and pro- 
hibition is required by law. 


Any machine that dees not conform in 


all respects to the foregoing requirements 
shall not be approved by the stata return- 
ing board.

state, and such number shall be Inscribed 
upon the machine in some conspicuous 
place, and thereafter such machine shall 
be designated and Identified by such num- 
ber in all records, reports, certificates, and 
Statements required to be mode by this 
act or by any other provision of law, 
wherein such machine is to be designated. 
It shall be the duty of the secretary of 
statt to keep a record of the number of 
each machine and of the voting-place in 
which *such machine is used, and to that 
end he may require the person who has 
custody of any machine to furnish him 
with the necessary Information for such 
record. 


Sec. 8. In all cases where machines are 


to b« used for a state election or for a 
town election held on the same day as a 
state election, the secretary of. state, and 
in all cages where machines are to be used 
for town election* only, tha town clerk, 
shall prepare a diagram of the face-plate 
of the machines to be used at such elec- 
tion, and such diagram shall show the 
manner and order In which tha devices 
and labels shall be arranged upon such 
face-plate. 
Such diagram shall be made 


up as nearly as possible to conform to 
tha provisions ol' section 22 of chapter U 
of the General Laws, «ntitl«d "Of elec- 
tion! by secret ballot," in regard to the 
arrangement of the offices and candidates 
and party columns on the paper ballot; 
«ctpt that whenever the face-plate will 
permit the list of candidates shall be ar- 
ranged In parallel party rows running 
korlxontally across the* face-plate. 
All 


officers charged with the duty of arrang- 
ing the devices and labels upon the fact- 
ylat* of any machine for any election 
shall b« furnished with a copy of such 
diagram at least thrM day! befor* the, 
dato of such election, and shall b« gov- 
erned thereby In the performance of luch 
duty. 


Sec. 9. The labels required for any ma- 


chine to be used at a state election, or 
at a town election held on the same day 
as a state aJectinn, shall be printed and 
furnished at tne expense of the state 
and shall he supplied by the secretary of 
Btate to the clerk of the town where such 
machine Is to be used. Such clerk shall 
certify to tli^ secretary of stale, not later

He shall not b« 
entitled to any compensation for his serv- 
ices, and shall not, while within the guard- 
rail, either by word or action, interfere 
with the election officers In the perform- 
tince of their duties, and any attempt on 
his part- so to do Khali be deemed good 
cause for his removal from the voting- 
place by order ot the moderator. Jn the 
city of Providence such watchers shall be 
appointed, by the board of canvassers and 
registration, from a list of names sub- 
mitted to said board by the chairman ot 
the city committee of any political party 
for that city. 


Sec. 11. It ahall be the duty of any town 


clerk to whose custody any machines 
have been delivered to see that each ma- 
chine is properly and safely located In tha 
voting-place where it is to be'used, and 
to notify the secretar-y of state of such 
location. Before the time for the opening 
of the polls at nny election when machine* 
are to be used he shall affix the labels to 
the devices on the face-plate of each ma- 
chine, shall see that such devices and la- 
bels are arranged on the face-plate In ac- 
cordance with the provisions of this act, 
that such devices are in good working- or- 
der, and that the machine is properly set 
and adjusted and ready for use at such 
election. He shall also see that al! of the 
party devices not needed in the election 
are securely locked, and that all the 
counters are »et at zero and record no 
vote for any candidate. 
When he ha* 


prepared, cet, and adjusted each machine 
ready for use, be shall lock such machine* 
and seal them with a special aeal. He 
shall also see that the sample ballots are 
posted in some conspicuous place In tha 
voting-place outside tha guard-rail. Prior, 
to the day of election he shall carefully 
Instruct the election officers In regard to 
the locking and unlocking of each ma- 
chine, the manner of operating it, of vot- 
ing thereby, and of reading and recording 
the votes therefrom. He may appoint dep- 
uties who shall be expert mechanics to 
assist him in the performance of the fore- 
going duties, not exceeding one auch dep- 
uty for every eight machines, and iuch 
deputies shall be paid the sum of ten dol- 
lars per day for each day's service, from 
the town 
treasury, upon vouchers ap- 


proved by Baid clerk. Such deputies shall 
be citizens of the state, but need not b« 
voters ot the city or town In which they 
are to serve, and before entering upon 
their duties they shall be eworn to the 
faithful performance thereof. Said clerk 
•hall cause to be delivered to the mod- 
erator of the elective meeting at which 
machines arc to be used, at least five min- 
utes before the opening of tbe polls, the 
keys of such machines In a sealed en- 
velope upon which shall be written or 
printed the number and location of the 
voting machines, and the number* reg- 
istered on the protective counter, If any, 
as reported to the clerk when the ma- 
chines were set up and adjusted. 
Such 


envelope shall be opened by the moderator 
In tho presence of the other election offi- 
cers and watchers, and the delivery of 
•uch keys shall be equivalent to a certif- 
icate from such dork that the machines 
are ready for use. The custody of such 
machines shall remain tn said clerk up 
to the time of the dollvery or the key> 
thereof to the moderator, and snid clerk 
ahall be held fully responsible for any 
damnge or injury to any machine while 
It 1> In hi* custody, and for failure to hav* 
any machine ready for UM at the time of 
the opening of tho polls.

SHAVE WITH HOT STEEL. 


aa Old Cutler'. Advice to Men Who 


II«e » Huor. 


"Whenever I hone a razor," sold an 


eld English cutler, "1 always give some 
advice with It, free, gratis, nnd I take 
great satisfaction in knowing that I 
nave mnde shaving easier and more 
comfortable for more than 10.000 men. 
Almost every barber will tell you how to 
strop a razor, but it takes a cutler to 
tell you how to care for your strop and 
how to get the best work out of your 
blade. 


"A swing strop, canvass on one side 


and horse hide on the other, is the best. 
Always hold it taut atld draw the razor 
lightly, but swiftly, from heel to point. 
If you let the strop sag you will put 
a round edge on your blade. Don't for- 
get to cover your strop or put it away 
In a drawer after using. If It bangs 
in a bathroom near a window the dust 
and grime get into it and soon take 
the edge from your razor. Whether 
you keep the strop covered or whether 
you don't, rub your open hand over the 
two surfaces to free it from dust. 


"But wlmt I consider my most valua- 


ble advice is how to do away with 
shoving paper entirely and at the same 
time improve the cutting quality of the 
razor's edge. 
N'ine men out of ten 


Blmve themselveu In a room where 
there is runnini,' hot water. Now, the 
way to get a most gratifying result is 
this: Lather thickly nnd well and let it 
remain on tiie face half a minute be- 
fore you bfffln to shave. If you have 
time wash it off, for with it will come 
the crit nnd dirt that you have looseu- 
ed up In tlie [tores of the skin, and then 
apply a socuin! r-oat. It will be as soft, 
smooth and oli-au as new velvet. 


"Now turn on the hot water faucet 


and let it run. Hold the razor under 
the stream until It is heated. Then 
take a slanting, or diagonal, stroke, like 
a farmer does with a scythe, not a 
square pull, and you will be amazed to 
find how beautifully and easily the hot 
blade cuts the beard. 


"When it is filled with lather hold It 


under the running hot'water instead of 
using shaving paper. This will wash 
off the lather and at the same time 
heat the blade again. Don't be afraid 
of taking out the temper. That would 
be impossible if you put the razor in a 
kettle and boiled it. Try the hot blade 
antl you'll never shave with the cold 
steel again."—New York World.

New 
Dorp, ou gtateu liland, wit ao iiauwd 
by the Dutch to tUitlugulib. It from 
Oude Dorp (Old Dorp), the first Dutch 
•ettlemeut ou UM-Island, which wai 
thrice dentroyed br the Indlaui. Old 
Dorp stood to the nortuwett it Fort 
Wadiworth, about where Arrochar 
now stand*. Two mile* to the we*t of 
the ruins of Old Dorp the persistent 
Dutch built .their New Dorp. 


The northeast nectlon of Staten la- 


land, which until the formation of 
Greater Xew York was known as Cat- 
tleton, uml Is itill generally so called, 
takes Its name from the fact that it 
once formed Governor Dougnn's "man- 
or of Castleton." Dongan—the Dongan 
hills are named from him—was of the 
family of the Earl of Limerick, and the 
seat of the e:irl In Ireland was Castle- 
town, In the County Kildare. Uauy of 
Governor Dongan's descendants still 
live ou Stnteu Island, some of them oc- 
cupying and owning houses ou thu laud 
of the old manor. At first Governor 
Dongau merely had a hunting lodge ou 
Staten Island, and It is significant of 
the state of that portion of New York 
city at the end of the seventeenth cen- 
tury that at a meeting of the colonial 
council the governor was entered ou 
the minutes as "absent, being engaged 
at h:s hunting lodge on Staten Island 
killing bears." 


BeJlow's island, on which the statue 


of Liberty stands, was purchased in 
1711! by an Englishman named Hedlow, 
who had atuussetl a large fortune in the 
East India trade and was an acquaint- 
ance of the then governor, the notori- 
ous Lord Cornlmry. Bedlow received 
from Coriibury the privilege of victual- 
Ing tiie British tieots which frequented 
Xew York. It was a most profitable 
monopoly, having in it great possibili- 
ties of graft. Cornbury is supposed to 
have "stood in" with Bedlow. When 
Bedlow died suddenly Cornbury seized 
all his papers, collected all the out- 
standing debts duo the contractor, and 
kept everything of Bedlow's he could 
lay his hands on. leaving Bedlow's wid- 
ow and children in poverty. Bedlow's 
island was bought nnd used by the con- 
tractor while he victualed the fleets us 
a depot for his stores. 


Corlear's Ilook takes Its name from 


Jacob Corlear. the city trumpeter in 
the old Dutch days. Governor Beek- 
man bought it from him. The governor 
also bought a Country estate, tho site 
of which is commemorated by Beek- 
man street. 


The true meaning of the word Man- 


hattan, originally spelled variously as 
liana-ha-ta, Manhattoes and Manhat- 
tan, Is hid In mystery. It is not even 
certain whether it was the name of the 
place or of the tribe which inhabited It, 
or of both. The old Idea that the word 
meant Place of Drunkenness lias been 
satisfactorily confuted, but what does 
the word mean?—New York Press.
